Tim grenleat bnttle of history was to 
have started on November 1*2, 1!*18. 
That wiis the day set for a su per- 
ntmke by the allies. 
To save thomnelvcs a cru shing de­ 
feat the Grrmnns su rrendered 
sign 
lag ttie armistice 24 hou rs before the 
dreaded blow was to fall. 
This is the postwar re fla tio n made 
by Paris Fxeolsinr, which says: 
“ While fu riou s lighting was going on 
In the north of France, the German 
general staff was preoccu pied with Its 
Alsace-Lorraine front. For more than 
a month they feared a su rprise u ttu ck 
In this qu arter. 
“Throu gh the secret service the Ger- 
tnans learned an Important movement 
was u nder preparation by the allies on 
the Lorraine front. The concentration 
of masses of troops before Itricy was 
reported to them. 
They learned that 
OdO.u oo men u nder command of Gen. 
tie Castelnau were being-got ready to 
leap forward u nd carry the war Into 
German soil. 
“The allied u nits were of picked di­ 
visions, and the Germans were para 
lyxed with fear. 
They were menaced 
by H. inmi cannons of all caliber along a 
7 0 kilometer front. 
The allies were 
ready to sweep a path throu gh the 
German line with 300 tanks watting for 
the word. 
“Against this 
m a s s of men ami tna 
terlnl the du ke of Wu ertemberg hu d 
only 25 Inferior divisions amou nting 
to abou t ltlO,(KM men and les- than 
1,000 gu ns. 
“The German general siatT was fu lly 
aware of the gravity of the situ ation 
They u nderstood the aim of the allies 
tirst to encircle Metz and then enter 
l/orralne and tlnnlly invade Khonlsh 
Pru ssia. 
“The German forces were disorgan­ 
ized, u sed u p, played ou t. 
“Then they learned November 12 was 
the day set for the attack. They fou nd 
till» ou t on November 0. The next day 
they asked for an armistice—and got 
It ju st In time tA save their artiWes 
from complete disaster." 


Wonderful Work of Bri ti sh and 
Ameri can Avi ators Dur­ 
i ng the War. 


More than a thou sand tons of ex­ 
plosive, 31,000 
bombs in 
all, were 
dropped by British and American avia­ 
tors u pon the lairs of German su b­ 
marine nnd destroyer flotillas at <in­ 
tend, Bru ges and Zeebru gge du ring the 
war. according to figu res recently made 
pu blic In London. 
The enormity of this work of assail­ 
ing the raiders of French ami Fnglish 
coast (mints may tie comprehended 


w h e n it is realized that It wou ld re­ 
qu ire 25 freight cars loaded to ca­ 
pacity to transpo rt au ch an enormou s 
qu antity of explosives. 
In addition the aviation squ adrons, 
which were located at Dover and Du n­ 
kirk. rnu de almost daily raids on the 
German 
airdrome 
near Ghent 
and 
Bru ges. 
The British flyers also acted 
as a shield against air raids on Eng­ 
land and spent mu ch time on su bma­ 
rine patrol work. 
Before the historic raids on Ostend 
and Zeebru gge by the naval forces op­ 
erating from Dover, a vast amou nt of 
preliminary photographic work 
and 
bombing was carried ou t by the Dover 
and Du nkirk squ adrons. 
The most powerfu l of the German 
antiaircraft defenses were 
lo cate d on 
the Belgian coast, some of the batteries 
comprising eight-inch gu ns. Their fa­ 
mou s Westende gu n cou ld 
throw 
a 
shell u p to 22.1X10 feet In the air. 
At 
Bru ges the Gerrnnns concentrated more 
than 50 searchlights of great power. 
50 antiaircraft gu ns and abou t 40 kite 
balloons equ ipped with nets, besides 
Innu merable machine gu ns and tru eer 
pom-pom gu ns.
